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U.S. Planes 
Bomb 
Laos 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP)-~North Vietnamese and 
Pathet Lao forces are moving In on the Plain of Jars 
but U.S. flyers are making sure that they pay for their 
gains. 


More than 400 American fighter-bombers zeroed 
in on eastern Laos on Sunday in some of the heaviest 
air raids ever flown in Southeast Asia. Sources said. 
Monday that government troops still held the Plain of 
Jars airfield and the strategic town of Xieng Khuong on 
the southeastern part of the plain, but the enemy was 
reported making progress elsewhere. 


Some of the raids were flown 


in support of Laotian govern- 
ment troops fighting ttie ad- 
vancing enemy. Others were di- 
rected at the Ho Chi Minh trail 
farther east, a main corridor foir 
the movement of North Viet- 
namese and supplies into South 
Vietnam. 


Sources in Saigon said the 
planes came from two 7th Fleet 
carriers in the Gulf of Tonkin 
and half a dozen bases in Thai- 
land and South Vietnam. Most 
were F4 Phantom and F105 
Thunderchief 
fighter-bombers, 
which carry 10,000-15,000 pounds 
of bombs each. 


Strategic Air Command B52 
bombers, which carry four to 
six times as many bombs, hit 
North Vietnamese supply depots 
in eastern Laos. Other planes 
pounded enemy troops, trucks 
and supply lines. Several B52 
missions were reported along 
the border between Laos and 
S(Hith Vietnam. 


Sources in Vientiane said one 
propeller-driven AlE Skyraider 
was shot down over the Plain of 
Jars. Its pilot, an American, 
was presumed killed. 


Laotian 
government 
forces 
took the plain last summer in 
one of the biggest victories of 
their continuing war with the 
Communist-led Pathet Lao. Lao- 
tian officials predicted late last 
month that the enemy would be 


gin a campaign this week to re- 
capture it. 


Western observers said Mon 
day that the government forces 
apparently were withdrawing to 
the western rim of the plain to 
consolidate their small outposts 
and organize better defenses 
against the enemy's advance. 
Recent weather has been fa- 
vorable for air support. 


The Plain of Jars, so named 
because of the ancient funeral 
jars buried there, is a high pla- 
teau about 50 miles long and 20 
miles wide. It provides access 
to both North and South Viet- 
nam and forms a buffer zone 
between 
the 
government-held 
territory to the south and areas 
held by the pathet Lao to the 
north. 


The plain is about 100 miles 
north of the capital, Vientiane. 


It is no secret that both the 
Pathet Lao and their allies, the 
North Vietnamese, would like to 
get the plain back. But U.S. offi- 
cials have advised Prince Sou- 
vanna Phouma's Laotian forces 
not to tr;^ to hold it in the face of 
a strong enemy offensive. 


American officials feel the po- 
litical value of the plain is more 
symbolic than real and believe 
the government would have lit- 
tle chance of winning a major 
battle there. Even if it did, they 
say, it would suffer more cas- 
ualties than the plain is worth. 


Deny 
Trial 
Site Change 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
A 
judge said Monday that publici- 
ty about the Sharon Tate mur- 
ders would not make it impossi- 
ble for Charles Manson to get a 
fair tral here. He denied a re- 
quest to change the trial site. 


Manson, 35, leader of a band 
of nomadic hij^ies types, and 
Hve of his followers- are charged 
wiUi murder and conspiracy in 
the slayings of Miss Tate and 
six others. 


When Manson came to court 
to request that the trial be 
moved to another area, Superior 
Court Judge Malcolm M. Lucas 
said: 
"The court finds that 
there is not a reasonable likeli- 
hood that a fair trial cannot be 
had. 


"The court finds that there 
has been extensive and perva- 
sive publicity concerning the de- 
fendant Manson . . . in every 
county 
in the state 
if 
not 
throughout the nation," Lucas 
said. 


Thus 
a 
change 
of 
venue 
would be "ineffectual," he add- 
ed. 


In making the rulings, Lucas 
repeatedly cited the Reardon 
Report of the American Bar As- 
sociation concerning publicity of 
court cases and noted that it 
suggests delay of trials in cases 
where publicity might die down 
in time. 


The judge said: "It is the 
court's belief that a continuance 
in this matter would be ineffec- 
tual because of public mterest 
in tiie case. There would only be 
a revival of publicity." 


Manson said he wanted to ex- 


ercise his right to a speedy trial 
and would not seek a delay. 


Manson, hunched over 
the 
counsel table, his shaggy hair 
falling around his face, told the 
judge: "The papers have really 
done a thing on this, more than 
anything that's ever come up, 
even on the guy that killed the 
president of the United States 
... To me it's becoming a joke, 
but a joke that may cost me my 
life."

Reasons Secret 
Drop Spy Charges 


SEATTLE, Wash. (AP)-Spy 
charges 
against 
a 
Russian 
translator for the United Na- 
tions were dropped Monday at 
the request of the State Depart- 
ment on the condition that the 
accused man, Aleksandr V. Tik- 
homirov, leave the country by 
Tuesday. 


U.S. Atty. Stan Pitkin said the 
charges were dropped "in the 
best interest of the foreign poli- 
cy of the U.S. government." He 
refused to elaborate. 


The order 
dismissing 
the 
charges was signed by U.S. 
Commissioner Walter A. Rese- 
burg Jr. Only Pitkin, Reseburg 
and Murray B. Guterson, Tik- 
homirov's Seattle attorney, at- 
tended the court hearing. Guter- 
son said Tikhomirov, who is 
free on bail, was in New York. 


"I have no idea why the gov- 
ernment dropped the charges," 
Guterson said. "My own belief 
is the government thought it 
sensible not to go to trial where 
it would be necessary to indi- 
cate what information THkhomi- 
rov was charged with wanting." 


Guterson said both Tikhomi- 


rov and the Soviet government 
still maintain the translator is 
innocent 
of 
any 
espionage 
charges. 


State Department press offi- 
cer Carl Bartch said in Wash- 
ington Monday there was "no 
deal or understanding" with the 
Soviet government on Tikhomi- 
rov's release. Bartch said the 
decision was made because of 
restraint on the part of the So 
viet government in recent years 
in handling Americans arrested 
in the Soviet Union.

Federal marshals gave no rea- 
son for the early end to the 
day's deliberations. 


The jury

last week he hoped the jurors 
would deliberate until 10 p.m. 
each night, they are under no 
obligation to do so. 


Thomas P. Sullivan, a Chica- 
go lawyer, filed with the U.S. 
7th Circuit Court of Appeals 
Monday a notice of appeal on 
the contempt judgments levied 
Saturday and Sunday by Judge 


Julius J. Hoffman, against the 
defendaiits and their legal coun- 
sel. 


Sullivan said the action is 
aimed at getting the defendants 
free on i>ond pending the ap- 
peals proceedings which were 
expected to be lengthy. He said 
an extensive brief will be filed 
with the appeals court Thurs- 
day. 


Sentences for the defendants 
ranged from 2% months to 2% 
years. Defense Lawyer William

WASHINGTON (AP) - Judge 
G. Harrold Carswell's nomina- 
tion to the Supreme Court, op- 
posed by civil rights groups, 
won the approval of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee by a 13-4 
vote Monday. 


The four votes against recom- 
mending Senate confirmation of 
the 
50-year-old 
Tallahassee, 
Fla., jurist, nominated by Presi- 
dent Nixon on Jan. 19, were cast 
by Democrats. 


Chairman James 0. Eastland, 
D-Miss., said a maprity report 
will be filed immediately but 10 
days have been granted for pre- 
paration of a minority report. 
This will delay taking up the 
nomination in the Senate until 
the end of February or early 
next month. 


Eastland predicted a^M con- 
firmation vote for Car^ell, the 
second 
Southerner 
ndminated 
by Nixon to fill a Supreme Court 
vacancy that has existed since 
Abe Fortas's resignation last 
May. 


Nixon's first choice, Judge 
Clement F. Haynesworth Jr., of 


Greenville, S.C., was rejected 
by the Senate in November by a 
55-45 vote after a bitter battle 
over judicial philosophy 
and 
ethics. The Judiciary Commit- 
tee had backed Haynsworth's 
nomination by a 10-7 vote. 


In the first vote at the closed 
comittee 
session 
Monday 
morning all but one of the pan- 
el's seven GOP members voted 
for confirmation. Sen. Marlow 
W. Cook, R-Ky., passed at that 
time but later registered an af- 
firmative vote to make the Re- 
publican front a solid one. 


Among the Republicans back- 
ing Carswell were the Senate 
minority leader, Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania, and his deputy, 
Robert P. Griffin of Michigan. 
Both voted against Haynsworth 
in November.

A. Hart of Michigan, Edward 
M. Kennedy of Massachusetts, 
Birch Bayh of Indiana, and Jo- 
seph D. Tydings of Maryland.

Fear Setback

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Drug- 
gists across the country say re- 
cent testimony against bhrth 
control pills has alarmed many 
women but sales of the pill have 
not lagged significantly yet. 


Some pharmacists imported, 
however, that demand for other 
contraceptives is up. 


Results 
of 
an 
Associated 
Press sampling indicate it ntiay 
be too early to assess the im- 
pact of scientists' claims before 
a 
Senate subconmiittee 
last 
month that oral contraceptives 
may be harmful to health. 


"Most women buy three-to- 
six-month supplies, so we won't 
see an instant drop," noted a 
, spdcesman for a Los Angeles 


pharmacy. 
The 
pill 
usually 
comes in batches for a month or 
more. 


"We've had no decline . . . but 
people have been asking wheth- 
er or not the pill is safe," said a 
Little Rock, Ark., pharmacist in 
a typical comment. 


Some druggists reported a de- 
cline in new prescriptions for 
the pill since the subcommittee 
hearings. But they said most 
women who were taking the pill 
before the hearings continued to 
refill their prescriptions. 


The pill was named at the 
hearings as a possible factor in 
blood clots, cancer, heart dis- 
ease and other ailments. Robert 
H. Finch, secretary of 


education and welfare, advised 
doctors to alert women to possi- 
ble risks but he also cautioned 
against "over reacting." 


On Sunday Surgeon General 
Jesse Steinfeld said a growing 
amount of evidence would mdi- 
cate other forms of contracep- 
tion would be safer for some 
women. 


However, he said, "I think the 
pill has saved more lives than it 
has cost." 


To some women, he indicated, 
the possible risk of taking the 
pill may be less than complica- 
tions such as miscarriages and 
hemorrhages. 


Some doctors say they have 
noticed an increase in unwanted 
pregnancies which they attrib- 


ute to women forsaking the pill. 


Meanwhile, big money hangs 
in the balance. Some nine mil- 
lion women last year bought 
$100 million worth of oral con- 
traceptives. 


Will the sales eventually de- 
cline? 


A Gallup poll shows that 18 
per cent of women surveyed 
who used oral contraceptives in 
the last three months have 
stopped usmg them, largely be- 
cause of the adverse publicity 
from the hearings. 


But two-thirds of the 895 wom- 
en between 21 and 45 years of 
age surveyed believe the advan- 
tages of the pill outweigh the 
risks, the poll said.

The State Department paper 
—a country-by-country and is- 
sue-by-issue report on U.S. for- 
eign relations originally was to 
have been issued in January as 
a posture statement taken over 
from the Defense Department 
as a symbol of the growing 
dominance of the State Depart- 
ment in foreign affairs in the 
Nixon administration. 


Saturday the White House an- 
nounced that President Nixon 
would cover in the single state- 


ment—his State of the World 
message to Congress Wednes- 
day—the foreign and military 
issues that would have bqen 
handled separately by the State 
and Defense Departments. 


The decision resolved uncer- 
tainty which had been building 
up in the State Department for 
the last month over what would 
happen to the projected Rogers 
statement in the light of Nixon's 
announcement before his State 
of the Union message that he in- 
tended to handle foreign policy 
separately in a subsequent mes- 
sage. 


The reaction in the State De- 
partment Monday was that Rog- 
ers' position had suffered some 
kind of a blow. Officials at the 
working level said it appeared 
that a considerable amount of 
effort was being shelved and as 
one put it, "we noted with dis- 
may that the secretary's pos- 
ture statement has been pushed 
aside." 


Amend HEW 
Money 
Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An at- 
tempt to avoid another veto on 
education and poverty appropri- 
ations headed into new battles 
Monday 
with 
adoption 
of 
amendments 
supporting 
free- 
dom-of-choice school plans and 
tight presidential grip on 
spending. 


The 
House 
Appropriations 
Committee produced a $19.3-bil- 
lion money bill for the Depart- 
ments of Labor, Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, the Office of 
Economic Opportunity and re- 
lated agencies. Although still 
$693 million above President 
Nixon's budget, the total is $445 
million less than the bill he ve- 
toed Jan. 28 as excessive. 


But—reportedly as the result 
of cooperation between some 
Republicans and Southern Dem- 
ocrats—the bill contains a ban 
on using any of the funds to car- 
ry out, or even plan, any school 
programs denying "any student 
the right or privilege of attend 
ing any public school of his or 
her choice" as well as any bus- 
ing of pupils to achieve racial 
balance. 


It includes also a clause spe- 
cifically authorizing the Presi- 
dent to adjust amounts actually 
spent-thus making the appro- 


priation totals comparatively ir- 
relevant. 


So controversial 
are 
these 
provisions that some committee 
members speculated that Con- 
gress may never pass an appro- 
priation bill for the current fis- 
cal year. This year began last 
July 1, so the bill already is sev- 
en and a half months late. The 
departments involved have been 
operating under stopgap financ- 
ing resolutions, the latest of 
which expires Feb. 28. 


Along 
with 
concern 
about 
what happened on the posture 
statement, officials noted that 
before Rogers set off on his 
present African tour he had 
planned to make a speech on Af- 
rican policy at Addis Ababa and 
this prospect had received a 
considerable buildup in talks by 
officials with newsmen. 


Tlie White House then decided 
that the President should make 
the African policy statement 
after Rogers's return. 


In the case of the posture 
statement 
Rogers 
let 
it 
be 
known last November that he 
was planning to issue such a 
document. For several years 
Secretary of Defense Robert S, 
McNamara and later his succes- 
sor in the Johnson administra- 
tion Clark M. Clifford, had is- 
sued the posture statements on 
combined military and foreign 
policy. 


Rogers 
reportedly 
thought 
that 
his 
predecessor. 
Dean 
Rusk, had been unwise to let the 
Defense Department take the 
lead in such a way and i-eport- 
ing 
on 
major 
foreign-policy 
questions. 


Rogers therefore put the State 
Department to work on a state- 
ment which was planned to cov- 
er two parts—first, a global 
summary by Rogers personally, 
running into some thousands of 
words, and second, a book- 
length study of issues and prob- 
lems in every nation and area of 
the world. 


In the thinking of State De- 
partment officials Rogers' ini- 
tiative in taking over this report 
to Congress and the country be- 
came a symbol of his determi- 
nation to build up the State De- 
partment and its role in policy- 
making and management.

The Federal Example 


Reform Movement Churning Among House Derrios 


The federal government intends 
to set a good example of compliance 
with anti-pollution statutes. This is 
the chief import of President Nixon’s 
executive order to federal agcncies to 
eliminate air and water pollution in 
their facilities by the end of 1072. 


Federal installations are by no 
means a negligible factor in creating 
dirty air and water. In a sense it is 
true, as Mr. Nixon declared, that the 
government is “one of the nation’s 
worst polluters.” 
Cleaning 
up 
this 
source of pollution will be an important 
step. The greater significance of the 
executive order lies, however, in its 
potential impact on industries and com­ 
munities. 


The fact that many politicians at 
all levels of government are boarding 
the anti-pollution bandwagon docs not 
in itself guarantee adequate effective 
action. There has been an enormous 
amount of talk about the problem—

the complex of problems, really—but 
comparatively little action. Allocation 
and 
expenditure of money has not 
matched the oratory. As Mr. Nixon’s 
Democratic critic« have been pointing 
out, this is true even in the federal 
government: there has been quite a 
lot of presidential rhetoric on the sub­ 
ject, but no lavish hand at the purse 
strings. 


Whether or not Mr. Nixon lias 
been stung by such criticism, the fact 
is that he has begun to act. The crea­ 
tion 
of 
an 
Environmental 
Quality 
Council, and in particular the choice 
of Russell Train to serve as its chair­ 
man, was a significant step whose 
beneficial effects will be increasingly 
felt. Now the President has .said to 
federal agencies: Clean up—and has 
committed funds for the task. Industry 
and state and community governments 
are confronted with an unmistakable 
challenge to get busy and do likewise. 


It is gratifying that the secretary 
of agriculture has rejected the idea of 
permitting cancerous chickens to be 
used for human consumption. Though 
no link has been found between avian 
leukosis and cancer in humans, the 
small remaining chance that the virus 
might “take” in people is not an ac­ 
ceptable risk. 


That is the nub of the matter, 
though Secretary Clifford M. Hardin 
stressed something else in announcing 
the deciraon. It is, he said, “esthetical- 
ly undesirable and unacceptable to pass 
for human food any poultry showing 
visible signs of leukosis lesions or tu­ 
mors.” 


The truth is that esthetic consid­ 
erations could have been served under 


the rules change proposed by a panel 
of veterinarians and animal disease 
specialists. It was recommended that 
chickens bearing leukosis lesions or 
tumors not be condemned, as is now 
done, but that the offending part mere­ 
ly be removed. That way, chicken parts 
coming to market would show no signs 
of disease. 


This kind of subterfuge would be 
hard to justify, especially since the 
possibility of cancer tran.sference from 
infected chickens cannot be wholly dis­ 
missed. The surgeon general evidently 
took this into account in recommending 
that the panel’s proposed easing of the 
rules be rejected. We’re glad Hardin 
took his advice. 


Several Roads To Rome 


The old saw that there are more 
ways than one to skin a cat illuminates 
an important aspect of the problem of 
automotive air pollution. It is becom­ 
ing more evident all along that there 
are various possible 
approaches 
to 
this problem. 


The greatest attention has been 
focused on alternatives to the conven­ 
tional gasoline engine. People talk of 
electric cars, of steam cars. Small- 
scale conversion of automobiles to na­ 
tural gas is getting started. 


Then there are devices designed 
to curb emission of noxious exhaust 
gases. These constitute the industry’s 
major contribution thus far to solu­ 
tion of this problem. Recently some- 


thing new has been publicized. One oil 
company already is marketing gaso­ 
line with an additive said to lessen the 
poisonous fumes. Another says it will 
produce a lead-free—and consequently 
much less pollutive—gasoline if the 
auto industry will design an engine to 
use it. This may be, as an executive of 
the oil firm optimistically says, “a most 
promising route to the development of 
an essentially pollution-free automo­ 
bile.” 


The point here made is that auto­ 
motive air pollution can be attacked 
in a number of different ways. It would 
be in the broad public interest for the 
federal government to encourage try­ 
ing all those ways that show promise.

The Utterly Odious 
Among Students

WASHINGTON (NEA) - In 
a mid western city, a high school 
teen-ager was hospitalized to 
be treated for an addictive drug 
(not heroin). Evidently cured, 
back in school, he was given 
a sporty new car for his birth­ 
day by his happy parents. 


Not too long afterward, school 
officials called the boy’s mother 
to ask why he had not been to 
school for several days. The 
mother, no harsh disciplinarian 
but a quiet-spoken, gentle-spirit­ 
ed woman, went in search of 
her son. She found him in the 
school area, back on drugs, 
driving idly around. 


When she remonstrated with 
him and threatened to take 
away his car, the boy knocked 
his mother down in the street 
and drove off, leaving her there. 
She had to be hospitalized brief­ 
ly- 


Today the boy is out of school, 
minus car, living away from 
home. 
He 
needs 
psychiatric 
care, but doctors tell his mother 
the city’s psychiatric wards are 
so filled that the corridors are 
being used for bed space. His 
case is not considered serious 
enough to compel admittance. 


Let’s go now to a city farther 
west. An admirable young boy, 
a high achiever in many fields, 
well-adjusted and good-humor­ 
ed, recently was arguing with 
his mother over the gradual 
lengthening of his hair. 


“You just don’t understand,” 
he said as she fled the room. 


To another listener, he ex­ 
plained what his mother did 
not get. 


“Everybody at school (a pri­ 
vate academy) wears his hair 
this way, so I do, too. I feel I 
have to, because I don’t do any 
of the other things most of the 
rest of them do.” 


Does 
that 
include 
using 
drugs? 


The boy’s answer was “yes.” 
He said he had been approach­ 
ed several times, had always 
rebuffed the youthful pushers, 
and was now left alone. 


In a large eastern city high 
school, a teen-age student twice 
in recent weeks has been a wit­ 
ness to little enactments on the 
“drug scene,” incontrovertible 
evidence that drugs (possibly 
heroin in one instance) were 
being used. 


Before deciding whether or 
not to report these incidents, 
the student had to weigh the 
question of possible bodily harm 
if .vengeful drug users discover­ 
ed who reported them. Nice 
age, isn’t it? 


Back to the Midwest, to a 
fair-sized university. -A lovely 
young girl, not a top-rank stu­ 
dent but plainly capable of be­ 
ing captivated by imaginative 
teaching, tossed in the towel 


early in her second year. She 
eloped with an earnest young 
man in a modest-sized town 
who had to skip college because 
he is his mother’s sole support. 


Did the co’lege’s “brutal im­ 
personality” turn this young girl 
off? Not at all. What turned 
her off, and her whole life had 
been proof of a deep liking for 
people, was the crude behavior 
of her male and female college 
associates. 


Her experience, as told to 
me, was that a disconcertingly 
large proportion ot her female 
college mates were, at worst, 
petty thieves—and at best gross­ 
ly and continuously inconsider­ 
ate in their day-to-day personal 
Ann Landers: 


dealing with her and others. 


Hardly a week passed when 
she did not lose some article 
of clothing or other personal 
possession to the girl thieves 
in her dormitory. Many times 
she 
found 
the 
incontestable 
proof later in other girls’ rooms. 


As for the male students, this 
attractive, sensitive young girl 
summed them up as being, al­ 
most without exception, arro­ 
gant young sexual vultures to 
whom the girls were simply 
targets without feelings. 


I have just heard comparable 
testimony from another young 
girl who attended a larger mid- 
western 
university. 
Thievery 
was common.

slip into each top spot, and an 
overwhelming majority has a 
strong incentive for preserving 
the seniority system. 


Nevertheless an 
attack 
is 
being prepared. It will begin 
next Wednesday when a Demo­ 
cratic party caucus will be 
asked to appoint a committee to 
study the organization of the 
House and recommend improve­ 
ments. The improvement back­ 
ers have in mind is abolition of 
the seniority system. 


Although such a change has 
long been the goal of the young­ 
er and jnore liberal Democrats, 
the decision to launch the effort 
next week was made after Cali­ 
fornia Rep. 
Jerome 
Waldie, 
kicked over the whole bubbling 
cauldron of unrest by directly 
challenging McCormack’s lead­ 
ership and calling for a vote of 
no confidence in the speaker at 
the Wednesday caucus. 


Waldie hasn’t the slightest 
hope of getting much suw>ort 
for his resolution. Even the 
large and growing number of 
Democrats who want to see 
McCormack replaced when his 
term expires at the end of the 
year see no point in undermin­ 
ing him in midsession. 


But Waldie has succeeded 
completely in his real goal-4o 
get his colleagues to “think the 
unthinkable” and prepare for a 
leadership change in the next 
Congress so basic reform can 
begin. 


Such thoughts, once confined 
to the deep privacy of secluded 
offices, are now heard <^nly. 
And where a few months ago 
there was despaU: among the re­ 
formers at McCormack’s an­ 
nouncement that he would seek 
another term as speaker, now 
there is growing optimism that 
he will be beaten if he does. 


Waldie also is succeeding in 
another of his aims—bringing 
the public into the fight. 


The nationwide publicity giv­ 
en to his challenge to Mc­ 
Cormack has produced a wide 
and favorable response. In the 
first few days he received more 
than 500 letters from all over 
the country, only 10 of which ex­ 
pressed disapproval. 


And the support has come not 
only from people who could be 
expected to cheer any attack on 
authority. Visiting his San Fran­ 
cisco Bay area district last 
weekend he received a standing 
ovation at a meeting of staunch­ 
ly middle American group of 
credit union officials, and he 
says he found the whole range 
of his constituency with him. 
Newspapers have commented 
favorably on his efforts in edito­ 
rials. 


The reaction among Waldie’s 
colleagues in the House has 
been more restrained. “There 
hasn’t been any personal bitter­ 
ness,” he says. But most mem­ 
bers feel he is putting them on 
the spot 
unnecessarily 
now 
when the real fight will come 
next January. 


From the speaker, Waldie has 
received only a terse note ac­ 
knowledging receipt of Waldie’s 
letter announcing his challenge. 
But in comments to newsmen, 
McCormack has been more vol­ 
uble. 


Seizing on the one para^aph 
in Waldie’s letter that said he 
had no complaint about the way 
the speaker had treated him, 
McCormack said “apparently 
kindness on my part is not a 
virtue with him.” 


The remark, which seemed 
unresponsive to Waldie’s charge 
of ineffective leadership, was, in 
fact, a key to the whole problem 
the reformers are dealing vidth. 


For being kind—or unkind—to 
members is virtually the only 
power the speaker has. It is on 
past kindnesses and the threat 
of withholding future ones that 
the speaker must rely in trying 
to persuade committee chair­ 
men to do his bidding. 


The speaker of the House is 
generally considered one of the 
most powerful officials in gov­ 
ernment; 
sometimes he has 
been described as second only 
to the President.

limits on rifles used for small 
animal hunting in Illinois? 


A—No, there are no caliber 
restrictions of rifles. There are 
restrictions, however, on shot­ 
guns. They must (i) be not 
larger than 10 gauge, (2) have 
a shot size not larger than BB 
(.18 inch diameter), and (3) 
repeating and semi-automatic 
, guns must be plugged so as to 
5® incapable of firing more than 
three consecutive shots. 


Dwr may be taken only with 
a shotgun fu-ing a rifled slug, 
not smaller than 20 gauge or 
larger than 10 gauge.

1 cup unsifted flour, stir to 
aerate before measuring 
ll'Srd cups grated wahiuts;

In . a medium mixing bowl 
beat the egg slightly; gradually 


beat in the sugar, then honey 
and butter. Stir in flour and wal­ 
nuts. Drop by level tablespoon­ 
fuls, several inches apart, onto 
well-greased and floured cocricie 
sheets. Bake in a preheated 
300-degree oven until browned 
—15 minutes. 


With a wide metal spatula, 
remove at once to wire racks to 
cool.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Put Infant's Medicine 


Into Rubber Nipple 


By Wayne G. Brandstadt, M.D. 


Have you ever tried to give 
an infant from a few days to 
about one year of age a tea­ 
spoonful of medicine, only to 
have most of it itm out of the 
baby’s mouth? For better re­ 
sults, try puttuig the medicine 
in a rubber nipple. Most babies 
will suck it out and swallow 
it before you can say, “Get well 
soon.” 


Q—My grandson’s dog sleeps 
on his bed and he (the boy) 
keeps hamsters and chipmunks 
in cages in his bedroom. He 
has lots of trouble with sinusitis 
and swollen glands. Shouldn’t 
he get rid of the pets or at least 
keep them in the cellar? 


A—The deep attachment a 
child has for his pets should 
be encouraged. A pet should

be banished only if it can be 
shown that it has a communica­ 
ble disease or that a member 
of the family has a true allergy 
to it. Your grandson’s sinusitis 
and enlarged lymph nodes are 
most likely the result of an in­ 
fection picked up from another 
human being. 


Q—Can a smaH green turtle 
carry disease to a child? 


A—Ifc may transmit an infec­ 
tion with Salmonella, the germ 
that causes food poisoning. For 
this reason, the child should 
not touch the turtle or the water 
in its bowl. If he should happen 
to do so, it is important that 
he wash his hands promptly 
with soap that contains hexa 
chlorophene. 


Q—Is it harmful for small 
children to sleep in the same 
room with several parakeets? 


A—Various birds that have 
been domesticated are capable 


of transmitting parrot fever or 
psittacosis, a form of penu- 
monia. If the birds have been 
in the house for two months 
or more and show no signs of 
illness, however, there is no 
danger. Most tropical bkds now 
undergo a quarantine period be­ 
fore they are allowed to enter 
this country. 


Q—My scven-week-old son has 
a protruding navel. We have 
used stomach binders and have 
taped it but nothing helps. What 
do you suggest? 


A—Practically all umbilical 
hernias close spontaneous by be­ 
fore the child is two. Since tap­ 
ing irritates the skin, it should 
be avoided. The best treatment 
is watchful waiting. If surgical 
repair is necessary, it should 
be done shortly before your son 
starts to go to school.

Migration Shift 
Means Change 
In Remap Plans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Peo­ 
ple have not moved from state 
to state as expected, says the 
Census Bureau in revising its 
forecast for nine state delega­ 
tions to the House of Represent­ 
atives. 


California will gain four in­ 
stead of the six seats originally 
estim ated in the 1%7 bureau 
forecast which was pegged to 
migration trends of the early 
1960’s. 


“The migi’ation from state to 
state has changed from those 
trends,” says the bureau direc­ 
tor, Dr. George Hay Brown. 


California has not been gaining 
as much, and states with outm i­ 
gration have not been losing as 
m uch.” 


The fresh bureau forecasts 
are based on a July 1,1969, esti 
m ate of state populations. The 
actual census of April 1, 1970, 
will set the basis for redistribut­ 
ing 435 House seats for the 1972 
elections. 


The new estim ates also indi­ 
cate Florida will gain two seats, 
and Arizona, Texas and Colora­ 
do one each. This would make 
California’s delegation the larg­ 
est at 42. New York would be 
next at 39. 


New York and Pennsylvania 
are expected to lose two seats 
each, and North Dakota, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Iowa, and Wis­ 
consin one each.

By CECILY BROWNSTONE 
Associated P ress Food Editor 
This cold souffle is m ade with 
a package of chocolate pudding 
mbc and is for those tasters who 
do not like a very sweet dessert. 
Because the flavor is on the 
mild chocolate side, the cook 
who originated the recipe took a 
hint from Mexican cooking and 
added cinnamon. 


W alnuts go into the dessert, 
too. And nowadays they com e in 
convenient packages—shelled in 
see-through bags and in vacuum 
cans as well as in-the-shell in 
see-through bags.

3,500 Level

Pistol Pete 
M aravich, 
that 
electrifying son of a crew cut 
coach, may have droopy socks 
and a floppy mod hairdo, but at 
the rate he’s going, the Louisia 
na State University senior will 
have put m ore than 3,500 points 
into baskets by the end of the 
season. 


Within a space of two nights 
this winter on his home court at 
Baton Rouge, La., M aravich put 
102 points through the nets for a 
career total of 3,036 points with 
12 games left to play . 


The 
6-foot-5 
senior, 
whose 
father Press M aravich coaches 
the LSU Tigers, not only is the 
new 
NCAA 
all-time 
scoring 
leader but he is a cinch to be­ 
come a third-time All-Ameri- 
can. 


When young M aravich scored 
53 points against Mississippi, he 
wiped out the 2,973-point career 
record set by Cincinnati’s Oscar 
Robertson in 1960. Two nights 
later he got 49 points against 
Mississippi State. 


M aravich, whose No. 23 uni­ 
form probably will be retired by 
LSU, gave more than an mkling 
of his prolific scoring two years 
ago. As a sophomore, he scored 
1,138 points in 26 gam es for a 
43.8 average. Last year, he put 
1,148 points on the board and he 
is doing even better this season 
with a 48-point average at the 
halfway m ark. 


“He’s 
unbelievable,” 
says 
papa M aravich, who a year ago 
was reported ready to listen to 
offers to coach a pro team that 
drafts his son. But Press says 
he’s quite happy at LSU and son 
Pete says it really doesn’t m at­ 
ter what league or w hat pro 
team he joins for next season. 


Pistol Pete still has a lot of 
scoring to do this season. 


He is the first m ajor college 
scorer to pass the 3,000-point 
m ark.

U.S. Backs

Arriving for a new session of

conference, chief U.S. negotia­ 
tor G erard C. Smith told news­ 
m en that America does not have 
a proposal of its own on the is­ 
sue of bacteriological weapons. 


“We associate ourselves with 
the British proposal,” he said in 
a prepared statem ent. “ I hope 
that early progress can be m ade 
on an agreem ent to ban biologi­ 
cal methods of w arfare, along 
the lines proposed last year by 
the United Kingdom.” 


The British draft treaty calls 
for a ban on the m anufacture,

agents.” L ast November, P resi 
dent Nixon renounced the devel­ 
opment of all germ w arfare 
weapons and gave orders for 
the disposal of stockpiles.

Las Vegas, Nev., included a 
partially smoked m arijuana cig­ 
arette. The sender said he had 
first tried m arijuana in 1931, 
was willing to contribute tim e 
and money to legalize it, and 
closed his m essage, “High and 
Sincere.”

Of this num ber, 78 per 
cent favored elimination of laws 
against using “pot,” 20 per cent 
faVored the laws and 2 per cent 
expressed views favoring nei- 
tìher position.

Smut Dealers Running Scared

WASHINGTON (AP) - Smut 
sellers are running scared fol­ 
lowing convictions of prom inent 
pornography dealers, the Post 
Office’s chief inspector says. 


Faced with convictions, som e 
of the best^now n pornograj^y 
dealers have given up their 
mailing lists and are going out 
of business, William J. Cotter 
said in an interview. 


In 
some 
cities,

said, 
“ adult” bookstores heard about 
a Suprem e Court action uphold 
ing eight obscenity convictions 
and closed their doors before 
police arrived. 


Cotter, a form er FBI agent 
before becoming chief inspec 
tor, said there were 234,000 com­ 
plaints last year about unsolicit­ 
ed pornographic mailuigs. 


Nearly all the m ail could be 
traced to about 20 operators, 
Cotter said, and m ost of these 
are now under indictment. 


Cotter said questions rem ain 
whether any definition of “ob­ 
scenity” for literature can pass 
court scrutiny of whether the 
book has a redeem ing social 
message. But he said there’s lit

The Dominican Airlines twin- 
jet DC9 crashed into the Carib­ 
bean about five miles off the 
south coast of the island of His­ 
paniola a few m inutes after tak­ 
ing off for San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, Sunday afternoon. 


The pilot had radioed that his 
engines w ere failing.

The April 15th action, instead 
of being directed at one or two 
m ajor cities, will be nationwide 
with the liberal-led M oratorium 
concentrating on taxpayer ral­ 
lies “ to focus on the issue of 
taxation and the disproportion­ 
ate expenditures of the govern­ 
ment on the w ar and the m ili­ 
tary in general.” 


The New Mobe is also seeking 
to link the w ar with inflation 
and taxes in a call for m assive 
demonstrations on the 15th. 


Both groups had observers at 
the conference which adi^ted a 
proposal by SMC National Sec­ 
retary Carol Lipm an for “ m as­ 
sive student actions and strikes 
in the colleges and high schools 
across the country” April 15.

NEW YORK (AP) - Merger 
of nine m ajor U.S. Protestant 
churches by 1980 has been pro­ 
posed after eight years of dis­ 
cussions and negotiations. 


The proposal, announced Sun­ 
day. 
would 
bring 25 million 
m em bers into a single denomi­ 
nation, which has been tenta­ 
tively nam ed the Church of 
Christ Uniting. 


The churches involved are the 
United Church of Christ, Epis­ 
copal, United Methodist, Chris­ 
tian Disciples, United Presby­ 
terian, Presbyterian (southern), 
African 
MeUiodist 
Episcopal, 
African 
M ethodist 
Episcopal 
Zion and Christian Methodist 
Episcopal, The last th ree áre 
predom inantly Negro. 


The proposal will be submit­ 
ted next month to the annual 
m eeting of the Consultation on 
Church Union in St. Louis, Upon 
approval, it would then be pre­ 
sented to the different denomi­ 
nations for revision and decision 
on whether to merge. 


The 
m erged 
denomination 
would observe the sacram ents 
of baptism both for infants and 
adults and the Lord’s Supper. 
Other features of the traditions 
of each church would be incor­ 
porated into the worship form. 


It would be headed by a bish­ 
op, but its governing councils 
would be dominated by elected 
laymen. The proposal specifies 
that tlie first presiding bishop 
would be a Negro and that the 
church would bar all forms of 
racial discrimination. 


The church would be commit­ 
ted to “struggle with racism , 
poverty, environment, w ar and 
the problems of the fam ily of 
man, m inister 
to

deep 
yearning bf the human spirit for 
fullness in life and provide for 
the common

Since 1910, when the House 
stripped Speaker Joe Cannon of 
m uch of his powers on the 
grounds he had become a czar, 
com m ittee chairm en have been 
largely autonomous rulers of 
theh* own domains. 


On the strength of his person­ 
ality, prestige or powers of per­ 
suasion, a speaker like Sam 
Rayburn, who held the office 
longer üian any other man, 
could exert considerable influ­ 
ence. But m all likelihood R ay­ 
burn would be facing the sam e 
revolt today that confronts Mc­ 
Cormack. 


Rayburn ruled durin« an eas­ 
ier time. The m em bers accept­ 
ed discipline as a m atter of 
course. Challenge and confron­ 
tation were no more at home in 
Congress than in the rest of the 
country. It is McCormack’s mis­ 
fortune to be a dealer in kind­ 
ness . in harder and more de­ 
manding times. 


The challenge to the system 
next Wednesday m ay fare no 
better than the challenge to 
McCormack, but it would be as 
rash for the comm ittee chair­ 
m an to hail a victory as it would 
for McCormack. The tide of 
change that has engulfed so 
many American institutions is 
now lapping at the walls of the 
Capitol.

Probably in no other sport are officials more open 
to criticism than in basketball and therein lies a prob­ 
lem that seems to continually grow worse. 


The two gentlemen with the striped shirts do their 
work for all to see and most of their decisions ore banked 
entirely on judgment. Nothing is more susceptitjle to 
criticism than personal judgment. 


It may be only a personal observation, but we could 
get more than a few fans, coaches and players on our 
side, that each year cage officials take more verbal beat­ 
ings from all sides. Criticism has come from all sides 
and the officiating situation appears to be one of those 
areas that will get worse before it gets better. 


LET US SAY in a hurry that we aren't critizing of­ 
ficials for their calling of games. We have never seen 
what we considered a dishonest official, and, with two 
exceptions that we considered mandatory, have never 
blasted them in print. Seldom have we felt an official 
^took a game away' from a team. 


Our beef is with the "extracurricular' conduct, so to 
speak. We happen to be one of those who still believe 
there is a place for sportsmanship in amateur sport. And, 
sportsmanship means considerably more than shaking 
hands with a fellow player or opposing coach after a 
game. 


Several times this season we hove watched in near 
disgust at the displays put on by coaches, condoned by 
officials and either cheered or jeered by fans. A few 
years ago officials were told they could call a technical 
foul on a coach any time he got off the bench during 
play to question a decision. It hasn't helped that we 
con see. 


"WE DON'T SAY that a coach shouldn't question 
an official. But it should be done during a timeout or 
between periods, or at least, in a mannerly fashion that 
doesn't Include following on official down the court or 
getting in his face and going through all sorts of man­ 
nerisms that naturally incite the crowd. And don't think 
some coaches don't 'push' just as far os they can. 


While some of the blame certainly lies with the 
coaching fraternity, at least as much must be assessed 
the officials themselves. The officials are the ones who 
hove to put a stop to it, fairly and quickly. We can't 
think a great deal of on official's work when he seems 
to be always looking the other way in fear of not being 
offered a contract the next year. 


WE HAVE YET to meet an official who made his 
living blowing a whistle a couple of times a week. The 
money isn't that good, officials have to like their work 
to a certain extent. We can't see how they can enjoy 
it when they feel they have to put up with the grandstand 
plays by some of the coaches in order to get a job. It 
stands to r.eason that if all officials would put a stop 
to these displays, they would hove to be hired back 
somewhere. 


This is not to say that the home team is the only 
side that shoots for and gets away with conduct not pre­ 
scribed in our educational manuals. The visiting coach 
also had the prerogative of 'scratching' any official in 
the future. 


We, the fans, also must shoulder some of the 
blame. We naturally expect a perfect game from of­ 
ficials every time they walk on the floor and you never 
get it. We suspect that officials have as good a game as 
the players or coaches, but how many times have you 
seen anyone applaud on official? 


THIS SITUATION causes more problems than may 
meet the eye. We hear coaches and officials complain­ 
ing constantly about the number of competent officials 
and those that will be accepted by the opponents. We 
know of one instance where a list of 48 officials was sent 
to one school and all but 12 were scratched. We know of 
other instances where a coach will scratch officials for 
what virtually amounts to a personality conflict. 


Coaches and athletic directors charged with lining 
up officials complain that the ranks are getting thinner. 
They claim there aren't many good young officials tak­ 
ing up the trade (and who can blame them?), yet young 
officials often find it nearly impossible to get varsity 
games. 


WE UNDERSTAND that in at least one state it is on 
automatic technical foul any time a coach gets off the 
bench during the game. We know that some confer­ 
ences have one man assign officials for league games. 
Many tournaments, including the state playoffs, are on 
a rating-assignment basis. We suspect that such develop­ 
ments will become more commonplace In the future. 


We don't expect to make too many coaches or of­ 
ficials overly happy with this piece, but we believe that 
both sides will agree that they are both guilty of some 
of the aforementioned practices. Both must also concede 
that there are going to be problems if some measures 
aren't taken to alleviate the situation in the future.

Beamon May 
Attempt Pro 
Basketball 


NEW YORK (AP) - Bob 
Beamon, 
whose 
magnificent 
Olympic victory amazed the 
world, said Monday he would 
probably skip the 1972 Olympic 
Games for a shot at a profes­ 
sional basketball career. 


“ I’ll compete in track until I 
get $250,000 from Phoenix,” said 
the long jump gold medalist of 
the 1968 Mexico Games. 


Beamon was selected by the 
National 
Basketball 
Associa­ 
tion’s Phoenix Suns in a supple­ 
mentary draft last year al­ 
though he still has college eligi­ 
bility left. 


The 6-foot-2i/2 inch Beamon 
was an All-City selection at Ja ­ 
maica High School in New York 
four years 
ago, 
but hasn’t 
played in college, devoting his 
time to track. 


Beamon, now a t t e n d i n g 
Adelphia College in New York, 
told a track writers luncheon 
that he felt he could make it in 
the pros “ as a guard.” 


The 
23-year-old 
Beamon, 
made headlines across the globe 
with his record-shattering leap 
of 29 feet, 2Vz inches in Mexico 
City. 


Bettering by almost two feet 
the old world record of 27-4 
which he also set, he also holds 
the world 
indoor 
record of 
27-2%. 


Beamon, besieged by injuries 
following the Olympics, had 
leap of 26-11 Vi to win the AAU 
outdoor title in 1969 and has 
only competed once in 1970, win­ 
ning the Metropolitan New York 
title. He will make his second 
appearance Friday, at the U.S. 
Olympic Invitational meet at 
Madison Square Garden. 


As the bell rang for the fifth 
round it went into the books as a 
fifth round knockout, 


Ellis, an underdog at odds 
from 6*1 to 4-1, landed his right 
hand punches early but Frazier 
kept marching through 
and 
banging away with both hands 
to the head and body. The bout 
ahnost ended in the fourth with 
Ellis flat on his back and the 
count up to five when the bell 
sounded. Referee Tony Perez 
continued his count under New 
York rules and it reached nine 
before a dazed Ellis was able to 
get off the deck and wander to 
his corner. 


Frazier, 205, came out smok­ 
ing as he always does, ran 
through the fire of Ellis’ bid for 
an early knockout and then just 
climbed all over him with con­ 
stant 
pressure 
in 
the 
old 
Hammerin’ Henry Armstrong 
style. 


Ellis, heaviest in his career al 
201 pounds, was holding on for 
dear life in the third while Fra­ 
zier punished him with that sol­ 
id left hook to- the head and 
body. Still, Ellis fought his way 
out of his corner in one last 
spurt at the end of the third. 


The fourth was all Frazier as 
the stocky Philadelphia slugger 
grunting 
with 
every 
punch 
drove his man around the ring. 


“ I’ve tried to be the best 
fighter in the world,” Frazier 
said afterwards. 


“ I think in a year or two, I 
might turn it in and find some­ 
thing else to do.” 


He said Ellis’ fast start in the 
first round “ didn’t bother me at 
all because I hit him with a jab 
and I knew he couldn’t stand 
up.” 


Frazier talked to Ellis several 
times in the ring. What did he 
say? 


I told him, you can’t hit, 
sissy; I took your best right 
hand. You am’t got nothing.” 


A near sellout crowd of 18,000 


while Frazier swarmed all over 
the Louisville boxer and pinned 
him in his own corner to absorb 
heavy punishment, 


Ellis finally went down from a 
left-right combination and the 
effects of the steady barrage by 
the relentless Frazier, He bare­ 
ly got up at nine. 


Sensing the kill, Frazier came 
at him again with both guns 
smoking, A left hook to the head 
dropped Ellis flat on his back. 
As referee Perez got up to five 
in the count the bell rang. He 
continued to nine and Ellis just 
barely did get up. 


If Clay, who had picked Ellis, 
his old sparring partner to win, 
decides to come back despite 
his statements to the contrary, 
he may have all he wants in 
Frazier, the 26-year-old Olympic 
champ of 1964 who now has won 
all of his 25 pro fights. 


This was his 22nd knockout 
and his fifth successful defense 
of the six-state title he won by 
beating Buster Mathis in 1968. 


Ellis, beaten five times as a 
middleweight early in his ca­ 
reer, had won 12 in a row as a 
heavyweight. 
He 
never 
had 
been stopped and had been 
down only once in a middle­ 
weight scrap with Rubin Carter. 


In addition to the big crowd in 
Madison Square Garden, many 
more watched at some 120 loca­ 
tions on closed circuit television 
and also live television beamed 
to foreign nations. 


Each fighter had been guar­ 
anteed $150,000 against 30 per 
cent of all the receipts, includ­ 
ing the TV extras, but it ap­ 
peared they would each wind up 
with at least $300,000. 


The first was the only round 
given to Ellis by the three offi­ 
cials. The AP card also was 3-1 
in favor of Frazier. Judges Jack 
Gordon and Tony Castellano 
and referee Perez also gave E l­ 
lis only the first round.

Kidd siaid he is joining the In­ 
ternational Ski R acers Associa­ 
tion and will have his first race 
at the World Pro Championships 
In Verbier, Switzerland Feb. 22- 
24. 


“I just didn’t know what to do 
after Val G ardena” , Kidd told 
newsmen at a Geneva Hotel, “ I 
have graduated from the Uni­ 
versity of Colorado and was 
thinking of going to graduate 
business school. But I have de­ 
cided to go in for pro racing, at 
least for a few years. It really 
looks good to m e.” 


At Verbier, the U.S. ABC tele­ 
vision network is putting up 
$30,000 prize money, including 
$4,000 each for the winners of 
the two races, special and giant 
slalom. 


ABC consultant Bob Beattie of 
Denver, Colo., form er U.S. Al­ 
pine ski team m anager, said,

NEW YORK (AP) - It is 
hard to say with whom the 
blame rests, but the evidence 
cannot be ignored: Tlie stoclc 
brokerage business is in a bad 
way financially, worse off than 
most people suspect. 


In the fhst six months of 1969 
four of every 10 members of the 
N.Y. Stock Exchange lost mon­ 
ey 
on 
commission 
business. 
' Tiihleen fh-ms lost more than $1 
million each. And the cumula­ 
tive loss totaled $58 million. 


With evidence such as this, 
the NYSE now wishes to raise 
commissions on small orders, 
claiming that much of the red 
hik results from handling the 
30-and 40-share orders of mil­ 
lions of ordinary Americans. 


These are the ’ orders, you’ll 
remember, which were so ear­ 
nestly sought 10 years ago in ad­ 
vertisements that even called 
upon one’s patriotism: “Own a 
Share in America,” and “Parti­ 
cipate in People’s Capitalism.” 


The irony of the proposed rate 
structure is that it seeks com­ 
mission uicreases for handling 
these small orders in the name 
of 
people’s 
capitalism. 
But 
won’t higher commissions drive 
away the small investor? No, 
they say, it will mean a better 
deal for him. 


It Is now the awesome job of 
the NYSE to convince the small 
investor that it is he, in part, 
who is responsible for the finan­ 
cial difficulties of these brokers, 
who just two years ago handed 
out huge Christmas bonuses. 


It Is a job fo(r the exchange lo­ 
gicians to tell the small investor 
that the way to happier days for 
both him and the brokers is to 
raise the commissions to pays 
for services while reducing the 
fees paid by million-dollar cus­ 
tomers. 


On a 30-share order of a $40 
stock, which is close to an aver­ 
age price on the Big Board, the 
new schedule calls for a com­ 
mission of $26.20 instead of $17. 
The new fee would be 2.18 per 
cent of the order’s value. 


On a 100,000 share order for 
the same stock, worth $4 mil­ 
lion, the commission would drop 
from $23,160 to $16,790, or only 
0.42 per cent of the order’s 
value, the reduction represent­ 
ing a volume discount. 


But how is this going to help 
the small investor? The argu­ 
ment is that more and more 
companies have been ignoring 
him duruig the past year, even 
turning him down flat when he 
sought to do business, because 
his orders were profitless. 


By raising the commissions, 
.-the NYSE argues, brokers will 
‘ be encouraged to seek out small 
orders once more instead of lim­ 
iting their solicitations to the 
: mutual and pension funds, bank 
trust, endowments and life in- 
surers. 


Fully 50 per cent of dollar vol­ 
ume on some days Is now done 
by institutions. 


Often prices must be set, rath­ 
er than arrived at by asking- 
bidding in the typical fashion of 
an auction market, which the 
stock exchange is. 


Should this trend continue, the 
7, small mvestor might be forced 
^ to buy mutual funds uistead of 
uivestmg directly; the liquidity 
of the market might dry up; 
people’s capitalism might turn

In Market Slump?

It appears that, for once, the 
amateurs and the little fellows 
have 
been 
doing

right. In this period of gloom,

For example, an in­ 
vestor buys $100 worth of shares 
every three months while the 
price of shares goes down, then 
comes back up. He makes his 
purchases at $5, $4, $3, $3, $4 
and $5. 


Add up those six prices, and 
you get an average price per 
share of $4. But get out your 
pencil and see how many shares 
$100 bought each tune. You’ll 
find this investor acquired 156.6 
shares for a total cost of $600. 


He has thus bettered the aver­ 
age price of $4, since at that 
price $600 would buy only 150 
shares. He owns 6.6 additional 
shares. And since his $600 In­ 
vestment Is worth $783 at the 
recovery price of $5, he has 
done very nicely during the de­ 
cline.
